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Multiplex cinema plan 
for the city by 2015 


ELY could boast a new multi¬ 
plex cinema as soon as 2015. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has revealed 
it is in ‘advanced talks’ with a 
‘national developer’ which is 
keen to build a new cinema 
complex in the city. 

Council leader Peter Moakes 
says he is keen for the devel¬ 
oper to submit their propos¬ 
als and for planning permis¬ 
sion to be granted by the end 
of this year. 

The aim is to have the much- 
awaited new facility built on 
land at the junction of 
Downham Road/AlO within 
the next two years. 

Cllr Moakes said: “Since we 
announced the results of the 
cinema consultation at the 
end of last year, we have 
sought proposals from the 
cinema developers across the 
country and have now nar¬ 
rowed it down to one pre¬ 
ferred developer. 

“We are very encouraged by 
the nature of the discussions 
and the initial plans which 
are being proposed. 

“We are working hard to 
ensure a cinema will be open 
within the next two years.” 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, major cinema chain 
Cineworld has expressed a

keen interest in coming to the 
city. District Cllr Tom Hunt, 
who represents Ely South 
ward, revealed that it was 
Cineworld, which has almost 
100 cinemas across Britain, 
behind the major plans. 

But neither Cineworld nor 
the district council were will¬ 
ing to confirm anything when 
contacted this week. 

Originally there were six 
potential sites being consid¬ 
ered for the new cinema by 
the council. 

They were land at the junc¬ 
tion of Downham Road/AlO, 
land at the Ely Station gate¬ 
way area, land west of 



Cambridgeshire Business 
Park in Angel Drove or on the 
new Ely North Development. 

The possibility of building 
the cinema where Ely’s police 
station and council offices 
are, or where the Paradise 
Centre currently is, were also 
considered but were later 
removed as members said it 
made more sense to look at 
vacant sites. 

It was the site at Downham 
Road/AlO which came out top 
in a public consultation and 
the council is now keen to 
press ahead with the develop¬ 
ment there. 

Cllr Moakes said: “As the 
district grows, we have to 
develop the necessary infra¬ 
structure to meet the growing 
needs of our population. 

“A new cinema is just one of 
the many building blocks 
required to ensure our resi¬ 
dents have the leisure servic¬ 
es they tell us they want - this 
was one of the key wishes 
from the Ely Masterplan con¬ 
sultation. 

“This is why our work to 
develop and enable the 
district to grow through the 
masterplanning process is so 
important.” 

Nobody from Cineworld was 
available for comment.

King’s Ely 
requests 
parents to 
stay offline 

PARENTS whose 
children attend King’s 
Ely are being urged not to 
vent any issues they have 
with the school on social 
networking sites. 

Sue Freestone, the

in this way 

“However we feel 
obliged to remind you 
that a social networking 
site is not the correct 
forum to express 
concerns about the 
school, staff or pupils. 

“Furthermore, any 
conversation that is not 
protected by a high 
privacy setting is open to 
the world.” 

“If at any time you have 
an issue, your first port of 
call should be your 
child’s teacher or tutor.” 


Banned councillors 
may be reinstated 


TWO councillors who were banned 
from sitting on any of their authority’s 
committees “may or may not” be 
allowed to return to them. 

It was this time last year that 
Conservative East Cambridgeshire 
district councillors Mike Rouse, who 
represents Ely North, Elaine Griffin- 
Singh, who also represents Ely North, 
and Anna Bailey, who represents the 
Downham Villages, were stopped from 
sitting on any of the council’s 
committees. 

Council leader Peter Moakes and 
deputy leader fames Palmer made the 
controversial decision after the trio went 
against the party by opposing plans to 
introduce car parking charges in Ely. 

Speaking at the time, Cllr Moakes said 
the decision was made as the councillors’ 
“punishment” and that they had 
“disappointed” their fellow party 
members. 
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Cllr Moakes and Cllr Palmer then 
decided to let Cllr Rouse back onto his 
committees as they felt he had 
“disobeyed the party rules less” - but 
still to this day Cllr Griffin-Singh and 
Cllr Bailey are not allowed to sit on any 
committees. 

Now that the Conservatives have 
agreed to axe the car parking charges 
plans - described by locals as the party’s 
“wisest decision for years” - the Weekly 
News contacted Cllr Moakes to ask 
whether the banned duo would be 
allowed to return to their committees. 

He said: “They may or may not be 
allowed to. I’m not sure yet and it is 
something we will have to sit down and 
discuss as a party” 

The ban means the councillors are 
only able to have their say on issues at 


full council meetings, which are held 
only two or three times a year. 

Cllr Bailey said: “It’s absolutely 
ridiculous. 

“This has been going on for a year 
now and I am still being denied my 
democratic rights. Cllr Moakes told me 
in January that I would be reinstated 
onto my committees and still nothing 
has happened. It’s ludicrous.” 

Cllr Griffin-Singh said: “It’s ridiculous 
and it’s undemocratic. I’ve handled my 
ban by committing myself to my 
electorates and local area by 
representing them through the City of 
Ely Council but I’d obviously like to be 
reinstated on my committees.” 

Cllr Moakes said: “It’s not as simple as 
just saying yes or no as they went against 
party rules. Even though the car parking 
charges have now been called off, we 
will still have to put some thought into 
whether they can return.” 


Fancy influencing councillors on how they should behave? 


YOU could help tell councillors in East 
Cambridgeshire how to behave. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
is looking to appoint an ‘independent 
person’ to help councillors keep to the 
highest of standards. 

Under the provisions of the Localism 
Act 2011, the authority must appoint 
an ‘independent person’ to assist in 
promoting and maintaining high 
standards of conduct among its 
elected members - and town and 


parish councillors. 

The ‘independent person’ will have a 
number of jobs from being consulted 
on the decision to investigate 
complaints to speaking to a councillor 
who is subject to an allegation. 

The council is looking to recruit one 
lead ‘independent person’ and a 
deputy. A fixed allowance of £750 is 
payable annually together with travel 
and subsistence expenses for the lead 
‘independent person’ and £400 annu¬ 


ally as well as travel and subsistence 
expenses for the deputy. 

The appointment will be made by full 
council on May 14 and take effect from 
July 2 for two years, subject to ratifica¬ 
tion at the council’s annual meeting in 
May each year. 

The closing date for applications is 
April 12.

Ward re-opening 
could be delayed 


HEALTH chiefs say they are 
unable to confirm when a ward 
at Ely’s Princess of Wales 
Hospital will re-open. 

The hospital’s Welney Ward, for 
specialist care of the elderly, was 
shut in January due to 
“significant staffing issues” and 
its patients moved elsewhere. 

Cambridgeshire Community 
Services NHS Trust, which runs 
the 21-bed ward, originally said 
it hoped to recruit enough new 
staff to be able to re-open the 
ward by the end of March. 

But now the trust says it cannot 
guarantee the ward will re-open 
this month and that it all 
depends on how successful its 
recruitment campaign is. 

Alison Gilbert, director of 
clinical delivery at the trust, 
said: “The opening date is 
subject to a successful recruit¬ 
ment drive, which has been 
advertised extensively in local 
and national newspapers, radio 
and social media and there are 
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two recruitment open days this 
week. 

“The campaign has been going 
really well with interviews 
taking place every 48 hours and 
several offers have been made 
with more interviews planned. 

“However, our priority is to 
ensure the ward can re-open 
safely, so we are reviewing 
staffing levels for this and when 
the new recruits will be able to 
join us.” 

The trust stopped admitting 
new patients onto the ward in 
early January but continued to 
look after 12 patients already in 
its care until mid-January. 

The ward has been closed ever 
since. 

The trust hopes to recruit two 
new ward-based leadership 
posts and six nursing vacancies. 

The closure has sparked fears 


among some locals that the 
ward will never re-open but Mrs 
Gilbert says there is no intention 
to permanently close Welney 
Ward. 

Daphne Jenkinson, of Ely’s 
Upherds Lane, said: “I have a 
horrible feeling that Welney 
Ward will never re-open. 

“There are now less services 
being provided at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital than ever before 
and there are a lot of rumours 
that the ward will be lost forever. 

“It’s quite worrying as Ely is 
growing like wildfire and we 
need as many services as we can 
on our doorsteps - not less.” 

But Mrs Gilbert said: “I want to 
restate that Welney Ward is a key 
element of our services for older 
people and once re-opened will 
continue to provide high quality 
services for local people. 

“There is no intention to 
permanently close the ward and 
during this time a refurbishment 
has been completed.” 


Will it be second time lucky for Littleport resident? 


A RESIDENT who built an 
extension and a new porch on 
his home without seeking 
planning permission has 
submitted a retrospective 
application for the second time. 

Philip Robinson, of The Hythe, 
Littleport, hit the headlines last 
month after carrying out 
building work at his home 
without the relevant permission. 


He built a single-storey 
extension on the rear of the 
property, and a new porch on 
the front of the house, without 
applying to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

The building work was brought 
to the council’s attention by 
neighbours, who said the 
extension in particular was 
having an “overbearing impact” 


on their properties. 

Mr Robinson then applied 
for retrospective planning 
permission but that was refused 
by the district council, meaning 
he could have to demolish both 
the extension and the porch.

Town council puts 
precept up 9.8% 


RESIDENTS in Soham face a 
hefty rise of almost 10 per cent in 
their council tax precept. 

Soham Town Council was 
hoping to increase its council tax 
precept for 2013/14 by around 2 
per cent, in line with the majority 
of local authorities. 

But the town council drew up 
its budget before East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council introduced 
its new council tax benefit 
scheme earlier this year. 

The changes mean Soham 
residents face a 9.8 per cent rise 
in their council tax precept - but 
the town council is assuring 
locals that the extra income 
generated will be ploughed back 
into improving local services and 
infrastructure. 

The hike has angered residents. 

Diana Donald, of College Close, 
said: “My tax has gone up by 2.5 
per cent with Soham Town 
Council demanding an incredi¬ 
ble 9.8 per cent. 

“Over 19 years my tax has 
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increased by 227 per cent. Given 
the mass development being 
approved in Soham, bringing in 
extra council tax along with cash 
from central government, I am at 
a loss to understand the reason 
for these increases.” 

Mike Rose, of Broad Piece, said: 
“I have just received this year’s 
council tax demand and was 
shocked to see that the precept 
for Soham Town Council has 
increased by a whopping 10 per 
cent. 

“This is after I was told by a 
couple of councillors earlier this 
year that it would increase by 2 
per cent, indeed that figure was 
published in the local press. 

“Given that many people are 
struggling financially at present, 
this level of increase is complete¬ 
ly out of order. How can Soham 
Town Council be so unprofes¬ 
sional as to announce a 2 per cent 


increase then hit us with 10 per 
cent?” 

Cllr Rosemary Aitchison, chair¬ 
man of Soham Town Council, 
said: “When we first started dis¬ 
cussing our budget for 2013/14, 
the district council was in the 
process of finalising its council 
tax scheme for the next year. 

“This was due to the 
Government’s decision to abolish 
the existing council tax benefits 
scheme and give the responsibil¬ 
ity to local authorities. 

“Now the situation has been 
fully explained the changes to 
the council tax base account for a 
7.8 per cent increase over and 
above the 2 per cent rise agreed 
by the town council. 

“To reassure residents, this 
means they will only be paying 
an extra lip per week. 

“This additional money, which 
is beyond what we budgeted for, 
will now be held in reserve for the 
future benefit of Soham and its 
community.”

In the future the envisaged, 
replacement footbridge could provide a 
valuable link with the existing footpath 
network and removed the existing factory 
footbridge, along with associated pedestrians, 
from a long established wildlife habitat. 

Fore Mill Wash has been a dredging dump 
since the early 1800s and a large portion of it is 
still reserved for the same purpose. It would be 
irresponsible to actively encourage extra 
wildlife habitats there if we already know that 
draglines will routinely discharge a certain 
drowning to any living creature in their path. 

It is a pity that the meadow view across the 
river to Stuntney is being lost, because the 
current proposed site of the new boathouses 
has been moved upstream from their original 
planned position at the request of the 
environmental lobby. Surely aligning the new 
buildings with the large, ugly, industrial 
complex on the opposite bank would be more 
appropriate.

IT is now clear that none of the three major 
parties will offer the public a referendum on 
whether or not we wish to recover our national 
sovereignty. 

David Cameron appears to be offering 
something like it, but has made it clear such a 
referendum will be held only after the next 
General Election in 2015, and that he 
personally will be voting against coming out of 
the EU. Nick Clegg would not offer a 
referendum in the first place, and Ed Miliband 
has recently gone on record that he would 
refuse us a referendum. 

Even UKIP, whose raison d’etre is to secure 
the return of sovereignty to the UK, are 
constitutionally unable to secure a referendum 
because they do not command a 
Parliamentary majority. 

The United Kingdom is a monarchy, and 
therefore the Queen as the monarch is our 
Head of State. 

Down the centuries, various offices and 
bodies have assumed many of the roles 
typically associated with a Head of State, but 
the central tenet of the Queen’s royal 
prerogative is to ensure the preservation of the 
United Kingdom. 

I am no constitutional expert, but it seems 
clear that the Queen as our sovereign does 
have the necessary discretion and residual 
power by virtue of her royal perogative to 
require her government to hold a referendum 
as soon as reasonably practicable, and 
certainly long before the next General 
Election. 

Such an exercise of the royal prerogative 
would remedy a fundamental democratic 
deficit and unite the Crown with the people 
against political vested nterests.

Brothers died in lake 
tragedy, inquest told

TWO half-brothers drown¬ 
ed in a lake as one 
desperately tried to save 
the other, an inquest heard. 

Ashley Yardy, 22, and Luke 
Yardy, 17, both of King Cob, 
Stretham, were working 
together to collect dead and 
injured birds, the inquest 
last Thursday was told. 

Luke was carrying out his 
role as a trainee gamekeeper 
at the Kingfishers Bridge 
Project, near Wicken, on the 
morning of September 11, 
2011 when tragedy struck. 

Luke, Ashley, and Luke’s 
father, Andrew Fountain, 
had gone to the man-made 
beauty spot, owned by 
farmer Andrew Green, to 
collect dead or injured 
Canada geese which Luke 
and Mr Green had shot the 
previous afternoon. 

Luke was navigating a 
small narrow boat across 
the lake in order to collect a 
dead goose from an island 
when he got into difficulty. 

He was not wearing a 
lifejacket and had not been 
trained how to use the boat 
properly, the inquest heard. 


Mr Fountain told the 
inquest that Luke dropped 
an oar into the water but 
that he managed to retrieve 
it. He then saw Luke had 
fallen off the boat and into 
the water. 

He said: “I looked away for 
a second and when I looked 
back Luke had fallen into 
the water. 

“He had Wellington boots 
on and shouted that he 
couldn’t get them off.” 

Seeing that Luke was in 
trouble, Ashley, who was the 
father of a young son, took 
off his coat and emptied his 


pockets before running into 
the water to help him. 

“Ashley dived in and swim 
across to Luke. He held him 
under both arms and swam 
back across the lake. 

“They both got to a point 
where their shoulders were 
above the water. But all of a 
sudden they both shot 
down. There was no noise, 
no bubbles - nothing. That 
was the last I saw of them.” 

Mr Fountain dialled 999 
and emergency services, 
including the air sea rescue, 
arrived to launch an 
extensive search of the lake. 


Ashley’s body was found 
hours later and Luke’s was 
found the following day. 

The jury at the inquest 
heard that Luke had been on 
the boat before, but not 
alone, and that it was the 
only way for people to access 
islands on the 25-acre lake. 

Peter Burns, an 
investigator for the Health 
and Safety Executive (HSE), 
said that the “unavailability 
of flotation aids, lack of 
training of the use of the 
boat and the lack of any 
emergency plan” could have 
played a “significant role” in 
the deaths of the brothers. 

But giving evidence, Mr 
Green said lifejackets were 
kept in his garage and not 
down by the lake because 
the boat was used “less than 
10 times a year”. 

He added: “This tragedy 
has affected us all. 

“Luke was almost like a 
son to me. I was keen to 
allow him to pursue his 
passion for the countryside 
and nobody ever thought for 
one moment it would end in 
such tragedy.” 

A verdict of accidental 
death was recorded by the 
jury. 


School 
planning 
new bus 
service 

AN independent school in 
Fenland is planning to 
introduce a bus service 
for pupils living in the Ely 
area. 

Wisbech Grammar 
School, which was 
founded in 1379, is 
looking to introduce the 
service in September 
2014. It would cover Ely, 
Witchford and Sutton. 

School buses already 
serve pupils who live in 
Chatteris, Downham 
Market, King’s Lynn, 
Whittlesey and the 
surrounding villages. 

A spokeswoman for the 
school said: “A number of 
our pupils come from the 
Ely area and we are 
receiving more enquiries 
about places from parents 
in East Cambridgeshire. 

“We feel this new route 
would be an invaluable 
service for those families.” 

Bus fares are in addition 
to fees which are currently 
£3,645 per term in the 
senior school and £2,510 
per term in the prep 
school. 

An open day is being 
held on Saturday, April 20 
for children starting 
secondary school in 
September 2014.

Owner devastated 
after cat poisoned 


A CAT owner is devastated after her pet 
died from what she believes was “delib¬ 
erate” antifreeze poisoning. 

Coralyn Hobbs, from Littleport, is urg¬ 
ing cat owners in the area to be on their 
guard after one of her beloved felines 
died at the weekend. 

Mum-of-two Coralyn, of Hempfield 
Place, says it is the third cat she has 
owned which has died unexpectedly in 
as little as two years. 

Benny, a 2-year-old black-and-white 
cat returned home on Saturday and died 
just hours later. 

Coralyn said: “He came inside and 
looked a bit under the weather. He got in 
his basket and just hours later he’d died. 
We didn’t even get the chance to take 
him to the vets. 

“He started to be sick and he was vom¬ 
iting blood. He then started to have 
spasms as if he was having a fit, which 
are all classic tell-tale signs that he’d 
been poisoned. 

“He died the same day. We’re all devas¬ 
tated. 

“Benny is the third cat of mine to die 
like this and I am certain there is some-

one out there who is deliberately poison¬ 
ing cats. 

“The most common way for people to 
poison them is to put antifreeze in cat 
food and the antifreeze literally kills 
their insides within hours.” 

There have been numerous police 
investigations in the area in recent years 
following incidents of suspected poison¬ 
ings. 

Last March five cats died in the George 
Lambton Avenue area of Newmarket 
within weeks of each other - all from 
suspected antifreeze poisoning. 

Antifreeze has a sweet taste that 
attracts cats. It causes rapid kidney fail¬ 
ure. 

Last April, cat lover fackie Sharpe, from 
Haverhill, was left devastated after her 
cat, 10-month-old Benson, had to be put 
down by vets after he had been poi¬ 
soned, again believed to be with anti¬ 
freeze. 

Coralyn said she has not yet reported 


Bwenny’s death to police. 

She said: “I’ve reported my other cats’ 
deaths to the police before but haven’t 
reported this one yet. 

“In all fairness there isn’t much they 
can do as it’d be so hard to catch who¬ 
ever is responsible. 

“I just hope whoever is poisoning cats 
never has to go through what the cats 
have to as they die an agonising death. 

“I can understand people don’t want 
cats in their garden as they can make a 
mess but to want to kill them is extreme 
and pretty sick. 

“These are people’s pets that are being 
killed and it’s horrible. 

“I’m too scared to let my other five cats 
out of the house now just in case it hap¬ 
pens to one of them, but then it’s not 
really fair to keep cats which are used to 
going outside inside all the time. 

“Cat owners certainly need to be on 
their guard and if anybody knows who is 
doing this they should report them 
immediately.” 

Cambridgeshire Police is urging any¬ 
one who suspects someone of poisoning 
cats or other pets to call them on 101.

“penalising” disabled people. 

The man, who did not want to be 
named, said: “The council has 
written to me to say that I will now 
have to pay around 8 per cent 


towards my council tax. I’m 
disgusted. 

“I’ve never had to pay any council 
tax before and I simply can’t afford 
to. I assume the situation 
is the same for all 
disabled people in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

“We don’t choose to live 
off the state intentionally 
- it’s because we can’t. 

“We are among the 
most vulnerable people 
in society and should be 
protected, not penalised 
and made to suffer.” 


A spokesman for ECDC said: “We 
have every sympathy with those 
who are now having to pay a small 
amount of council tax under the 
new scheme. 

“However we have 
done all we can to keep 
the costs as low as we 
could. 

“If anyone is 
struggling with their 
payments, we would 
always encourage them 
to come and speak to us 
to see what we can do to 
help them further.”

Chimney fire sparks 999 call-out 


ELY Foodbank is providing an 
average of 1,000 meals every 
month to people in need. 

Cathy Wright, co-ordinator of the 
foodbank, says that 6,000 meals 
have been handed out since the 
scheme was set up six months ago. 

But with changes to people’s 
benefits due to come in next 
month, Mrs Wright fears there will 
be an increasing demand on the 
foodbank. 

In order to reach people who live 
in more rural locations in East 
Cambridgeshire, the volunteers 
are also looking at buying a 
vehicle. 

Mrs Wright said: “The Ely 
Foodbank has made its mark over 
the last six months and celebrates 
that it has provided 6,000 meals to 
local people and has in store 
three tonnes of food from 
churches, school, organisations 
and individuals. 

“The static collections at 
Sainsbury’s and Waitrose are 
regular points for donating to 
ensure that there is a constant 
supply of goods to reach those who 


are in a crisis due to changes in 
benefits, illness or unemployment. 

“We are very pleased to be 
meeting some of the needs within 
our communities but as with many 
things, the need for finances are a 
prerequisite for ensuring that we 
can develop the foodbank further. 

“We are investigating the 
possibility of purchasing a vehicle 
so that those in remote, rural areas 
can be reached by the foodbank. 

“As the benefit changes take hold 
in April we are expecting to be 
increasingly busy.” 

The foodbank is open on 
Tuesdays at the Lighthouse Centre 
in Lynn Road, and on Fridays at 
The Forum in Barton Road. For 
more information, pop along to 
any of the sessions, email info@ 
elyfoodbank.org.uk or visit www.

Inquiry into beauty spot 


A PUBLIC inquiry is 
being held next week 
where a campaign group 
will be calling for a beau¬ 
ty spot in Ely to be regis¬ 
tered as a village green.

Call for park dog 
ban sparks fury

Dog owners have reacted 
angrily to the calls. 

Caroline Ashman, of St Johns 
Road, Ely, said: “I walk my dogs 
regularly in the country park 
and pride myself on being a 
responsible dog owner. 

“I never take them anywhere 
without carrying plastic bags in 
my pocket and I don’t let them 
off lead anywhere near the 
children’s play area. 

“I can understand why families 
are annoyed as there’s nothing

worse than seeing dog poo 
everywhere. I agree it’s out of 
order that dogs are running riot 
where children are playing. 

“What I will say is that there is 
a lack of open spaces to walk 
dogs in Ely and we have just as 
much right to be in the Pocket 
Park area as anyone else. 

“To demand that all dogs are 
banned from the area is a step 
too far and something that I 
certainly hope the council 
doesn’t do.” 

Jeff Webber, of nearby Queen 
Adelaide, is urging those who do 
not pick up after their pets to “get 
their act together”. 

He said: “The country park is a 
place for everyone to enjoy - be 
that adults, children, cyclists or 
indeed dog walkers. 

“The problem here is not all 
dogs but just those whose owners 
are irresponsible, which is only a 
small minority. 

“To demand that all dogs are 
banned from the park is 
ridiculous and really makes me 
mad. 

“I’d urge all dog owners who 


use the park and who do not 
bother to clean up after their 
dogs to get their act together and 
do so immediately before none 
of us are allowed to enjoy the 
area with them.” 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council says it has no plans to 
ban dogs from the park but the 
authority is urging dog owners 
to clean up after their pets. 

Allison Conder, principal 
community and leisure services 
officer, said: “We hope that those 
people who continually neglect 
to clear up after their animals 
think very hard about how their 
actions can have a real negative 
impact on children and families 
who just want to enjoy playing in 
the outdoors.”

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Storage space frees a home from clutter 



Dreamy: A bedroom or loft conversion can be an opportunity to create a unique 
space in your home environment. 


IF you’re anything like 
me, you can never have 
too much storage at 
home, but it’s something 
that a lot of houses and 
flats lack and unless you 
like cluttered living, it’s 
not something you can 
do without, writes Julia 
Gray. 

One room where stor¬ 
age is essential is the 
bedroom and while a 
walk-in wardrobe is the 
stuff of dreams, it’s not 
something most of us 
have room for. 

The next best thing is 
fitted wardrobes, as they 
provide acres of storage 
space and can be built in 
to alcoves to make the 
most of what could be 
dead space. 

Fitted wardrobes are 
usually made to meas¬ 
ure, so every inch of 
space is used, much of 
which is wasted with 
freestanding wardrobes. 


The interiors of fitted 
wardrobes can be cus¬ 
tomised with drawers, 
shelves and hanging 
space, etc, depending on 
your needs, so they’re a 
very bespoke storage 
solution. 

The main downside of 
these wardrobes is the 
price - they typically cost 
thousands of pounds 
from a specialist compa¬ 
ny, although a local car¬ 
penter will often make 
them for a lot less. 

Fitted storage is partic¬ 
ularly useful in awk¬ 
wardly shaped rooms. In 
a loft-conversion bed¬ 
room, for example, a 
freestanding wardrobe 
may not fit, but creating 
built-in storage under 
the eaves maximises the 
limited space. 

If your bedroom 
already has fitted ward¬ 
robes but the doors 
belong to another dec¬ 


ade, simply replace them 
with more up-to-date 
ones (as long as the 
wardrobes are fine inter¬ 
nally). Lots of online 
companies offer stand¬ 
ard-sized and made-to- 
measure replacement 
wardrobe (and kitchen) 
doors, so it’s easy to get a 
new look for a fraction of 
the price of new ward¬ 
robes. 

In the kitchen, lack of 
storage will drive you to 
distraction. A larder or 
larder unit is ideal, but in 
small kitchens, a larder is 
a luxury too far. 

That’s why it’s impor¬ 
tant to have a really well- 
designed kitchen. 

Kitchen showrooms 
and DIY stores have all 
sorts of clever ways of 
making more of the 
space, including pull-out 
worktops and shelves/ 
racks, carousels in cor¬ 
ner units, drawers within 


in drawers, and pop-up 
knife blocks. 

Away from the kitchen, 
there’s potential to build 
in storage all over the 
home. 

Ideas include an under¬ 
stairs cupboard (if 
there’s just an under¬ 
stairs space, a carpenter 
can create a cupboard), 
freeing up the airing 
cupboard by having a 
combi boiler fitted and 
so getting rid of the hot- 
water cylinder, window 
seats that double as stor¬ 
age, stairs that contain 
drawers, vanity and wall 
units in bathrooms, and 
bookshelves and cup¬ 
boards in alcoves, even a 
desk - with a bespoke 
home office, the space 
can be tailor-made for 
your computer, books, 
files and more. 

Some of the best stor¬ 
age is, of course, a loft or 
cellar. Cellars are gener¬ 


ally easier to access, but 
can be prone to damp if 
not tanked. 

If you want to use a loft 
for storage and need to 
access it regularly, fitting 
a large loft hatch with a 
built-in ladder, such as 


the Abru Blue Seal 
Complete Loft Access 
Kit, which is currently 
reduced to £98 at B&Q, 
will make it much easier. 

You’ll also need to 
board the loft, if it’s not 
already boarded, before 


storing things there. Use 
big sheets of chipboard, 
or chipboard loft boards, 
which slot together (try 
the Pack of 3 Loft Panels, 
£6.98, B&Q) so you can 
quickly create very use¬ 
ful storage space.

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Warm weather will woo your lawn 



Purrfect: A nice lawn is a thing of beauty. 


AS gardeners dust off 
their lawnmowers for 
the year ahead, those 
who want a bowling 
green finish may find 
themselves going back 
to basics and sowing a 
new lawn. 

If your lawn looks tired 
and tatty and is covered 
in weeds, moss and bare 
patches, it might be time 
to bite the bullet and sow 
a new one. 

The advantage of sow¬ 
ing a lawn from seed is 
obviously the cost - it is 
much cheaper to sow 
seed than to buy turves 
which may not be the 
exact quality you want 
and also deteriorate rap¬ 
idly if they are not laid as 
soon as you buy them. 

You can also pick your 
day to sow. It doesn’t 
matter if the weather 
suddenly turns frosty - 
wait for it to warm up a 
bit. 

With lawn seed, you 
can also select a number

of different grasses 
which will be suitable for 
particular areas of your 
garden. If you have chil¬ 
dren you are likely to 
need a tougher variety 
than if you just want a 
velvety lawn. But remem¬ 
ber that there is no point 
in buying a very fine 
grade unless you are pre¬ 
pared to cut it at least 
twice a week, feed it, 
water it and give it the 
TLC it needs. 

You will need to dig the 
ground over thoroughly, 
to a spade’s depth. If you 
have a really big area to 
sow, it may be worth hir¬ 
ing a rotavator, but make 
sure you get rid of all the 
weeds beforehand. 

If you have very heavy 
clay soil, lighten it with 
grit, which you need to 
dig in. Rotted manure or 
compost should be 
added to light soil to give 


it some substance. You 
can level minor humps 
and bumps as you go, but 
if the site is seriously 
uneven, you’ll need to 
remove the topsoil and 
stack it somewhere, level 
off the subsoil and then 
replace the topsoil layer. 

Remember when dig¬ 
ging that the clods need 
to be broken down or 
your lawn will end up 
uneven. Trample rough¬ 
ly dug earth with your 
feet and break up hard 
clods with the back of 
your garden fork. 

One of the most impor¬ 
tant jobs when sowing a 
new lawn is to consoli¬ 
date the soil, firming the 
site as you go. Walk in 
overlapping steps, tread¬ 
ing over the whole area 
with your heels, before 
sprinkling on a general 
fertiliser such as blood, 
fish and bone or a special 
lawn fertiliser. You need 
to choose a day when the 
soil is fairly dry and not 


sticking to your boots. 

Finally, rake over the 
area and remove any 
remaining stones and 
debris, making sure that 
the surface level is firm, 
with no soft spots. 

The surface should 
have a fine, crumbly tex¬ 
ture. You may have to go 
over it a few times before 


it is how you want it. 

Once the soil is pre¬ 
pared, you are ready to 
sow. April is a good time, 
provided you don’t do it 
during an excessively 
dry spell. Sow at around 
50g per square metre. 

Sprinkle two handfuls 
of seed over the area you 
are covering and that 


should be about the right 
amount. 

Once you have scat¬ 
tered the seed, rake it in 
with a spring-tine lawn 
rake - don’t try to bury 
the seed or germination 
will be patchy - and then 
water if it doesn’t rain 
within 24 hours. 

You will also need to 


protect the new lawn 
from birds. Put up some 
posts with flapping 
strips of plastic attached 
to frighten them off. 

Seedlings should 
appear two to three 
weeks after sowing, and 
when the grass is two or 
three inches high, roll it 
lightly using the back 
roller of a cylinder mower 
with the cutting head 
held high. This firms 
down the soil lifted by 
the seedlings and 
encourages them to pro¬ 
duce new shoots. 

After another few days, 
the lawn can be mown 
very lightly with the cut¬ 
ting blade at its highest. 
Make sure your mower 
blades are sharp. Don’t 
cut the grass too closely 
in the first year and 
make sure it receives 
plenty of water when 
necessary - and try not 
to let the kids run riot in 
the first 12 months after 
sowing.

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Dutch biologist visits Wicken Fen

Footpath’s light 
to be fixed as a 
‘one-off gesture’

The trusts enable members of a 
local community to plan, own

and manage their own housing 
developments in a bid to keep 
rents down and bring wider 
benefits to their neighbourhoods. 

Local county councillor Bill 
Hunt, who has been a driving 
force behind the trust, said: “The 
community land trust approach 
has been very well received. 

“Local people have really 
welcomed having a genuine 
chance to get involved and have 
their say about the kind of place 
in which they want to 
live. 

“We have asked land 
owners to come to us 
with land they think 
would be suitable for 
development and 
Manor Farm is 
certainly deemed to 
be one of the most 
suitable sites. 

“The scheme is very 


much still in the planning stage 
but we have been consulting 
extensively with the local 
community and an over¬ 
whelming majority of people 
agree this development would 
be of huge benefit to the 
Stretham area. 

“Obviously there is still a lot of 
work to do and the whole idea of 
the community land trust is that 
the proposed schemes are 
supported by the local 
community but we believe this 
development would really put 
Stretham on the map.” 

The trust says the 
plans will be presented 
to locals at every stage 
and that the preferred 
option will be exhibited 
for final feedback before 
submission of a formal 
planning application. 

That planning 

application is expected 
to be submitted in late 
spring/early summer.

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Solar farm 
plans are 
backed by 
planners 

A FARMER’S hopes of 
becoming more energy 
efficient have been backed 
by planners. 

Mr R Yarrow applied for 
planning permission to 
erect a mini solar energy 
facility at his farm in 
Station Road, Wilburton, 
in January. 

The proposals have now 
been approved by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The plans will see 80 
solar panels being sited on 
land at the farm and 
arranged in three lines. 

In his application, Mr 
Yarrow’s agents said: “The 
array will generate a 
maximum of 40 kilowatts 
of power, which will offset 
the power consumed on 
farm, with the balance 
being available to the 
National Grid. 

“The proposals, by 
reason of their siting in the 
secluded position within 
the mature hedged field 
east of the farm centre, 
have little or no impact on 
the surrounding area. 

“The ground area of the 
proposals is proposed to 
be cultivated and planted 
with a wild flower meadow 
mix.”

A FTER forming in London in the 
mid-70s, The Stranglers came 
of age in the burgeoning British 
pub-rock scene. 

By the time punk exploded in 1976, 
the band - Hugh Cornwell, Jet Black, 
Dave Greenfield and JJ Burnel - had 
played in virtually every influential 
venue in the capital, winning fans and 
honing their performing skills. 

While not fitting the punk template 
quite as neatly as the likes of Sex 
Pistols and The Clash, there was 
enough snarling energy and power in 
their music for them to ride the wave 
while it lasted. 

"None of the other punk bands liked 


us,'' says Burnel. "It's funny hearing 
young bands mention us as an 
influence now, because back then no 
band would ever admit to liking 
us.'' 

He recalls a fateful incident in 
1976 when he had a fight with 
Paul Simonon of The Clash, with 
Simonon's bandmates, plus Sex 
Pistols, The Ramones and members 
of the music press on one side, and 
The Stranglers and their friends on 
the other. 

"It was more handbags and a bit 
of growling than anything,'' he says, 
"but from then on, the lines were 
drawn.'' 


As punk subsided, however, The 
Stranglers endured. And have 
continued to do so, releasing 17 
albums and touring ever since. 

"We've been around for so long and 
I think there's a bit of respect come 
our way recently,'' says Burnel. 

"We've always conducted ourselves 
in a certain way. We haven't released 
endless Best Of compilations and box 
sets, and so on. 

"There's always been new music 
and we've always tried new things, 
never imitating ourselves, so that's 
afforded us a bit more respect. We've 
ploughed our own furrow, whether 
people like us or not.'' 


A turning point came around 10 
years ago when Burnel isolated 
himself to write Norfolk Coast. 

For the first time in a long time, 
perhaps since original vocalist Hugh 
Cornwell's departure in 1990, the 
press were interested and new fans 
were drawn to the band. 

The renaissance continued with 
Suite XVI in 2006, and in 2012 was 
capped by Giants, the band's best 
and most acclaimed album since the 
mid-80s.

JACK THE GIANT SLAYER

THE English folktale of Jack 
and The Beanstalk is given a 
smart CGI-heavy makeover in 
this fast-paced fantasy. 

It takes the familiar story of 
magic beans and a blood¬ 
thirsty behemoth as the 
foundations for a delightfully 
old-fashioned tale of derring- 
do replete with a boo-hiss 
villain and swooning damsel 
in distress. 

A storybook opening sequence 
recounts the legend of King 
Erik, who, with the help of a 
magical crown, defeated the 
giants and banished them to 
their kingdom in the clouds. 
Many centuries later, farmboy 
Jack (Nicholas Hoult) is 
heading into town to sell 
his horse and cart when 
encounters a monk (Simon 
Lowe) bearing a pouch of 
stolen beans. “These beans 
have the power to change the 
world,” the holy man tells 
Jack, “so don’t lose them and 
whatever you do, don’t get 
them wet”. 

That night a sudden deluge of 
rain causes one of the seeds 
to take root and a beanstalk 
rises terrifyingly into the sky, 
taking with it Jack’s home 
and Princess Isabelle (Eleanor 


Tomlinson), who happened to 
be passing in the downpour. 
When King Brahmwell (Ian 
McShane) learns of his 
daughter’s fate, he organises 
a search party including 
valiant knight Elmont (Ewan 
McGregor), his right-hand 
man Crawe (Eddie Marsan), 
Isabelle’s conniving fiance 
Roderick (Stanley Tucci), 
snivelling sidekick Wicke 
(Ewen Bremner) and, of 
course, Jack. 

At the top the beanstalk 
they discover an army of 
gargantuan warriors led by 
two-headed General Fallon 
(Bill Nighy, John Kassir) and 
his lieutenants, Fee, Fye, Foe 
and Fumm.

Sowing the 

good seeds 


I F your lawn looks tired and tatty and is covered 
in weeds, moss and bare patches, it might be 
time to bite the bullet and sow a new one. 

The advantage of sowing a lawn from seed is 
obviously the cost - it is much cheaper to sow 
seed than to buy turves which may not be the 
exact quality you want and 
will also deteriorate rapidly if 
they are not laid as soon as 
you have bought them. 

You can also pick your day 
to sow. It doesn't matter if the 
weather suddenly turns frosty 
- you can just wait for it to 
warm up a bit. There is more 
of an urgency if you buy turf - 
and if you are having it laid for 
you, you can't pick and choose 
your day. 

With lawn seed, you can also 
select a number of different grasses which will 
be suitable for particular areas of your garden. If 
you have children you are likely to need a tougher 
variety than if you just want a velvety lawn which 
is rarely set foot upon. 

But remember that there is no point in buying a 
very fine grade unless you are prepared to cut it 
at least twice a week, feed it, water it and give it 
all the TLC it needs. 


Growing a lawn from seed requires much initial 
preparation of the soil. It is hard work, but it will 
be worth it in the end. 

You will need to dig the ground over thoroughly, 
to a spade's depth. If you have a really big area 
to sow, it may be worth hiring a rotavator, but 

make sure you get rid of all the 
weeds beforehand. Otherwise, 
a rotavator will simply chop up 
running roots which will then 
spread, encouraging weeds to 
spring up all over the place. 

If you have very heavy clay 
soil, lighten it with grit, which 
you need to dig in. Rotted 
manure or compost should be 
added to light soil to give it 
some substance. 

You can level minor humps 
and bumps as you go, but if 
the site is seriously uneven, you'll need to remove 
the topsoil and stack it somewhere, level off the 
subsoil and then replace the topsoil layer. 

Remember when digging that the clods need to 
be broken down or your lawn will end up uneven. 
Trample roughly dug earth with your feet and 
break up hard clods with the back of your garden 
fork. 

One of the most important jobs when sowing 




a new lawn is to consolidate the soil, firming the 
site as you go. Walk in overlapping steps, treading 
over the whole area with your heels, before 
sprinkling on a general fertiliser such as blood, 
fish and bone or a special lawn fertiliser. You need 
to choose a day when the soil is fairly dry and not 
sticking to your boots. 

Finally, rake over the area and remove any 
remaining stones and debris, making sure that the 
surface level is firm, with no soft spots that will 
sink later. 

The surface should have a fine, crumbly texture. 
You may have to go over it a few times before it is 
how you want it. 

Once the soil is prepared, you are ready to 
sow. 

It is, in fact, best to sow in late summer or early 
autumn, when the ground is still moist, but April 
is also a good time, provided you don't do it 
during an excessively dry spell. Sow at around 
50g per square metre and if you are unsure, 
practise first on a sheet of paper on the garage 
floor, marking the area into metre squares with 
canes and string. 

The late, great gardener Geoff Hamilton 
recommended an easier way of sprinkling the 
right amount of seed into a set area - stand with 
your feet wide apart, lean forward as far as you 
can go and that's about a square metre. 


Sprinkle two handfuls of seed over the area you 
are covering and that should be about the right 
amount. 

Once you have scattered the seed, rake it in 
with a spring-tine lawn rake - don't try to bury 
the seed or germination will be patchy - and 
then water if it doesn't rain within 24 hours. Try 
to use your finest rose on your watering can or 
sprinkler, though, or it will wash the seed into 
patches. 

You will also need to protect the new lawn 
from birds, which are prone to using the seed 
bed as a dust bath. Put up some posts with 
flapping strips of plastic attached to frighten them 
off. 

Seedlings should appear two to three weeks 
after sowing, and when the grass is two or three 
inches high, roll it lightly using the back roller of a 
cylinder mower with the cutting head held 
high. This firms down the soil lifted by the 
seedlings and encourages them to produce new 
shoots. 

After another few days, the lawn can be mown 
very lightly with the cutting blade at its highest. 
Make sure your mower blades are sharp. Don't 
cut the grass too closely in the first year and make 
sure it receives plenty of water when necessary - 
and try not to let the kids run riot in the first 12 
months after sowing.

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Dacia dishes do-anything charm 


THE once maligned Skoda 
brand has been turned in to a 
huge triumph thanks to 
investment from Volks¬ 
wagen, and one would imag¬ 
ine thoughts of a similar level 
of success were going 
through Renault’s mind 
when they took control of 
Dacia in 1999, writes Phil 
Huff. 

Fourteen years later and the 
Romanian brand is finally 
ready to launch in the UK, 
spearheading their cost-con¬ 
scious attack with the Dacia 
Sandero and Duster. 

Slightly larger than a Ford 
Fiesta, the Sandero is a com¬ 
pact hatchback starting at just 
£5,995 for the Access model. 
There simply is not a cheaper 
car on the market, but does 
that make it good value? 

Out on the roads around 


Cambourne the Sandero felt 
very reasonable. It’s certainly 
comfortable enough for most, 
although there can be a fair 
bit of noise coming into the 
cabin from the engine and 
tyres. It goes, turns and stops 
without fuss, never doing any 
of them quite as quickly as 
you might expect from a 
Fiesta or Corsa, but without 
any drama. 

It’s all much the same with 
the Sandero’s big brother, the 
Duster. This sits on the same 
platform as the Sandero, 
another move towards cut¬ 
ting manufacturing costs, but 
is modified to produce a com¬ 
pact 4x4 crossover that comes 
in at 4.3 metres long. It’s 
aimed squarely at the Nissan 
Qashqai and Skoda Yeti, or 
would be if it also didn’t 
undercut them by a signifi¬ 


cant margin. 

As with the Sandero, I tried 
the Access trim level. For the 
four wheel drive version test¬ 
ed you would need to pay just 
£10,995, but by keeping things 
as just two wheel drive a fur¬ 
ther £2,000 can be saved. 
Once again you’re limited to 
white at this level, but the full 
range of colours open up if 
you spend a little more. 

Driving the Duster feels 
remarkably familiar after 
stepping out of the Sandero. 
Again, the car is safe and pre¬ 
dictable, never doing any¬ 
thing unpredictable even 
when pushed unnecessarily 
hard. 

There’s real off-road capa¬ 
bility with the Duster too. It 
might not be challenging the 
latest Range Rover, but it will 
be able to get you out of some 


very sticky situations. 

However, by sticking with the 
cheaper two-wheel drive 
option you do get a bigger 
boot. 

It is the interior that marks 
the biggest difference 

between the two, the 

stretched platform offering 
much more space for occu¬ 
pants. The boot is also quite 
sizeable, with folding rear 
seats making it a remarkably 
practical proposition. 

Both cars are designed to be 
cheap to buy and run. There’s 
no pretending from Dacia 
that they’re something they’re 
not. There is a palpable air of 
honesty about the cars, the 
budget price tag being worn 
like a badge of honour. 

For all their flaws, I’m con¬ 
vinced. I’ll have a base model 
Duster please.

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‘Cylinder-on-demand’ 
launched for Audi A1

AUDI has revealed A1 and 
A3 models featuring the 
same cylinder deactivation 
systems as its high-perfor¬ 
mance S and RS models. 

‘Cylinder-on-Demand’ 
(CoD) technology, which will 
also be employed in 
Volkswagen’s Polo BlueGT, 
shuts down the fuel supply to 
half the engine’s cylinders 
under light throttle inputs 
and noticeably increases fuel 
economy. 

The two new Audi models 
will share a 138bhp turbo¬ 
charged 1.4-litre petrol 
engine which, with the help 
of the CoD system, has aver¬ 
aged up to 60.1mpg under 
the current official tests. The 
figure applies to the Al, A1 
Sportback and three-door 
A3, with the five-door A3 
Sportback dipping slightly to 
58.9mpg. 

C02 emissions are just 
109g/km for the two Als and 
lighter A3. The A3 Sport¬ 
back is not far behind, on 
112g/km, but does sit one 
road tax band higher and 
costs £30 for a year instead of 
£ 20 . 


CoD technology, which 
when used with gentle throt¬ 
tle inputs is imperceptible in 
its operation, is the latest in 
the Volkswagen Group’s 
efforts to lower the environ¬ 
mental impact of its cars. 

Two of the 1.4-litre engine’s 
four cylinders can be shut off 
or restarted in just 13 milli¬ 
seconds, making it supreme¬ 
ly advanced among its small 
petrol engine rivals. As 


standard it is combined with 
stop-start technology for 
further increased efficiency. 

It is an ‘intelligent’ system 
that judges how the driver is 
driving and only deactivates 
cylinders if conditions are 
right. For example, if the sen¬ 
sors detect an irregular 
throttle usage pattern like on 
a twisting road or through a 
set of roundabouts, CoD will 
not activate. 


Nor will the system work 
under engine braking, allow¬ 
ing ah four cylinders to sup¬ 
port deceleration. 

With almost identical fuel 
consumption figures but no 
default emissions penalties, 
the CoD-equipped models 
represent a significant com¬ 
pany car tax saving of around 
40 per cent compared to the 
Al and A3 diesels, according 
to Audi.
